Alberta preduction of coal during 
1927 has established a new high 
yearly record for the province, ac- 
cording to the report of the Mines 
Branch, presented to the Legislature 
during tae past week, The total 
output of coal for 1927 was 6,936,780 
tons, which is 27,857 tons greater 
than the previous record year, 1920, 
when 6,908,923 tons were produced, 
The 1927 production exceed that of 
1926 by 427,572 tons.

There were 325 mines in oper- 
ation during the year and of these 22 
re-opened and 63 abandoned.
